this date, Friday, in 1896, 
years ago, Sir Charles Tup- 


members were sworn, Sir Charles 
had much difficulty in making 
his ministry. He realized that if 
he was to win he must secure the 
votes of Quebec because it was 
certain that the disaffection 
among the Orange Conservatives 


over the Manitoba remedial bill 
would place several Ontario seats 
in jeopardy. He made every 


effort to persuade J. A. Chapleau, 
a former premier of Quebec, who 
d been a colleague of Sir John 
Macdonald, to leave the certainty 
of Government House, Quebec, 
for the uncertainty of an election; 
but Chapleau was not risking 
anything. We who were lookers- 
on at that time ulways felt that 
if Chapleau refused it was by the 
influence of J. Israel Tarte, who 
was the man who was really re- 
sponsible for the Laurier victory 
the following June and who knew 
how to play upon the vanity of 
Chapleau.
